Yes, yes, but does he think it is 
its management as an organization 
that keeps it going? 

His next topic was Sir Oliver 
Lodge, who says men should quit 
hard work early and live longer.

and not many people know. They 
know the outside of it but about the 
inside of it have cloudy conceptions. 
All these cardinals in red clothes 
exhibiting themselves on a Sunday 
in New York and going to Chicago 


in aed train make for meditation 
on the Roman Catholic Church ; what 
it is, what it does, what its claims 
are, what its aims are. Here it is, 
in our midst, and evidently going 
strong. Is it good for us? Is jt 
dangerous? How dangerous? Here 
we are dwellers in a country that is 
for the moment full of murder, crime 
and sudden death. Is the Catholic 
Church a safe and efficient remedy 
for these disorders in our body poli- 
tic? 

What is the Mass? How many 
Protestants or Jews or other outsid- 
ers have a clear notion about that? 
The cardinals and other high dig- 
nitaries say Masses. Probably in the 
Catholic Church the main access to 
the invisible is through the Mass, and 
the Mass being said by priests only, 
control of the main road to the in- 
visible remains in their charge. That 
would explain the keys in the papal 
flag, and must be why the Reforma- 
tion objected so strongly to the Mass. 
And possibly it is at the bottom of 
the Catholic objection to spiritual- 
ism. The Protestants are strong for 
the open door in religion, and the 
spiritualists think they can communi- 
eate with the invisible through medi- 
ums. Naturally there is ecclesiastical 
objection, for when did two of a 
trade agree? 

If we get more and truer knowl- 
edge of the Roman Catholic Church 
out of the Eucharistic Congress, it 
may be worthy the attention it ex- 
acts from us, for that ehurch is an 
important subject about which in- 
formation does not come easy. It 
seems to do best in Protestant coun- 
tries. Why is that?
